CHAUVIN SCHOOL 

TRUSTEES MEETING 


Mr. Joseph Lien is visiting for 
a week or two with his friends at 
Prospect Valley and Roros. 


Last January notice appeared 
in the Wainwright Star of an ap¬ 
plication by Geo. Smith and Sons 
for a water right to divert water 
for irrigation purposes from the 
Ribstone Creek. A petition 
against granting such right was 
signed by 80 actual settlers on 
the Creek who depend on creek 
water for their stock, some of 
whom also depend on hay and 
pasture off the cre^k bottom for 
their living. 

For several years past, it was 
claimed by the petitioners, Mesrs 
Smith have illegally dammed the 
creek and irrigated their mead¬ 
ows, completely drying up the 
creek for considerable periods 
and .some farmers claim to have 
lost, stock through their being de- 
pribed of the much needed water. 

The farmers have made com¬ 
plaint to the Irrigation Branch at 
Calgary of the Department ,of the 
Interior for the past two years 
and 3 visits have been made by 
officials of that Department, who] 
reported that the damage, if any. 
was very much exaggerated and j 
favor the idea of Messrs Smith 
being ,allowed to eoi^tirnu,: to ir¬ 
rigate on a proper water right at 
high water stages only. 

The municipality of Gilt Edge 
passed a resolution at a meeting 
of that Council to prevent diver¬ 
sion of Ribstone water by any¬ 
one, particularly Mesrs Smith. 

The Municipal Council’ of Vale 
also refused to accept or pass 
the blueprints submitted by 
Messrs Smith for diversion of 
Ribstone Creek water, it being 
shown by that blueprint that 
ditches to carry this diverted 
water even crossed the highway 
several times. 

Last week a Federal Govt. Of¬ 
ficial visited the district to in¬ 
vestigate at the proposed, dam 
He agreed to meet those settlers 
it affected, on Wednesday after 
having visited and inspected the 
immediate neighbourhood of this 
dam. In spite of only one clear 
days notice of this meeting being 
given, fifty-three settlers attend 
ed; these covering a distance o ! f 
over thirty miles along the creek. 
The district north of Ohauvin 
sent John Duncan as their dele 
gate and Ribstone sent Mr. Bhr- 
ton. Edgerton, Health and Rib¬ 
stone Lake residents appeared in 
person. Mr. Jas. Milne was call¬ 
ed upon to act as vhairman of the 
meeting and outlined the causes 
of the protest, producing corres¬ 
pondence from, the Irrigation 
Branch at Calgary, which ad¬ 
mitted the illegal obstruction and 
taking out water for irrigating 
purposes by Messrs Smith. The 
Department Official told those 
present that even if Messrs Smith 
took the high water at flood peri¬ 
ods it would not affect those be¬ 
low them on the creek. A heated 
discussion followed on this point 
and on the motion of Mr. Burton 
seconded by Councillor Wallace,

The farmeijjf ion the prairies 
lose thousands of acres of crops 
each' and every year with the 
gophers. In mffiy cases the losses 
are inexeusabite. when there are 
such simple il/efoods of keeping 
these rodents in check. There are 
districts whos-e farmers organiz¬ 
ations hold “gopher days” and 
other sections where school chi!- 
drden are given a holiday and re¬ 
ceive some siiiall remuneration 
for goher tails.! Where this com¬ 
munity eo-operatioin exists the 
loss of crops from gophers is 
practically nil. i 

A eo-operativje method of con¬ 
trol is more effective than a little 
effort on the pkrt of a few, for 
should one farmer poison gophers 
on his own land without liis 
neighbour putting 1 forth a similar 
effort, only partial results will he 
obtained. 

On the average farm it costs 
about one cent per acre for 
poison. The time to apply is ear¬ 
ly in the spring, just as the snow 
is off the groiind and there is 
shortage of green vegetation. The 
following (receipt has been found 
effective when preparing wheat 
for poisoning gophers. Under or¬ 
dinary circumstances it is suffic¬ 
ient to cover a section of land and 
several hundred yards o n the 
outside of the farm, in order to 
check the inroads of go; hers 
from adjacent land. 

Dissolve 4 ounces of strychnine 
(a deadly poison) in three quarts 
of water, to which is added one 
quart of vinegar. Simmer on 
back of stove for about 12 hours 
then add water to bring the solu¬ 
tion to about 1 gallon. Mix this 
with 1 50 lbs of wheat. It is ad¬ 
visable to use a tub for this pur¬ 
pose and cover it when mixed. 
Turn at least three times during 
the 'first 24 hours and then it is 
ready for use. A spoonful of this 
grain placed at the entrance of 
gopher holes will he found suffic¬ 
ient. unless there are several 
gophers in foe holes.

Canada leads the world in automo¬ 
bile exports in proportion to produc¬ 
tion, domestic sales or ownership of 
motor vehicles or to population. Not 
relatively but absolutely the automo¬ 
bile exports of the Dominion are only 
exceeded by those of the United 
States. Since 1920 the motor vehicle 
exports of Canada have nearly 
doubled, the increase being from 9.8 
per cent, to 17 per cent, of the auto¬ 
mobile export trade of the world.
